A By-Law to provide for the exemp- 
tion from taxation of the Alberta 
Milline Company for 
ten years. 

WHEREAS the Alberta Milling 
Company has entered into an agree- 
ment with the City of Edmonton 
bearing date of the 27th day of June, 
on, Subject and according to certain 
mill and elevator on Lots 228 231 
232, 233, and 234 in Block 2 in the 
fudson Bay Company’s Reserve in 
the City of Edmonton. 

AND WHEREAS the said Flour 
Mili is to have a capacity of two 
hundred and fifty barrels per day of 
twenty-four flours and an elevator 
of a capacity of 35.000 bushels, up- 

. Subject ane according to certain 
terms and-conditions in the 

reement set forth. 

AND WHEREAS one of the said 
conditions is to the effect that the 
City will exempt the said lands and 
all buildings and other improvements 
erected thereon for Flour Mili or 
Flevator purposes from taxation, 
except taxation for special frontag 
assessments and special loca! bencfj 
assessments and also except for all 
assessments for school purposes.
